LirrLe Rock, Ark., December 1.—A gentleman 
from Stone county, who has just reached the city, 
gave the particulars of a remarkable incident which 
he witnessed while crossing White river on the ferry 
just above the mouth of Sycamore creek.

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THE NEWS ABROAD. 


Debate In the French Chambers—The Relchatag. 
Pants, December 1.—The returns of the nomina 
tion of senatorial electors are complete, except for 
five departments, and foreshadow a republican gain 
of nineteen seats at the elections in January. 

Weekly statement, bank of France shows an 
increase in gold of 5,000,000 francs, anda decrease 
in silver of 5,450,000 frances, 

In the chamber of deputies to-day the report. of 
the committee upon the supplemeutary votes for 
the Tunisian expedition Was debated. 

M. Gambetta, replying to various speeches, 
says the treaty with Punis still exists, 
and that no protest can invalidate it. The govern. 
ment, he said, cannot yet say in what manner it 
will follow up the ®stablishiment of the French 
protectorate, but that the military operations 
undertaken will be vigorously prose 
cuted. He said a bill would be ultimately 
introduced giving effect to the treaty. The govern. 
ment will eudeavor to mibimize the burdens laid 
upon the country in consequence of the treaty 
which must not be allowed to result either in the 
annexation or ebandonment of Tunis. The 
treaty permits of the suppression of abuses in the 
boy's administration. Such suppression is to the in- 
ierest of all nations. This task is imposed upon 
France by virtue of the policy she has adopted, 
Which is not that of annexation, but of protection. 
M. Gambetta said he was not hostile to the creation 
ofa mixed tribunale, but he rejected annexation 
as dungerous. He added: *‘The abandonment of 
Tunis would compromise our prestige. The ques- 
tion is Whether we desire, without rushing into ad- 
ventures, to have a foreign policy. We cannot 
abandon Tunis. The regency will prove a vigilant 

pnd the necessary doorkeeper for our African 
calvary. There is no intention of pushing military 
occupation to the frontier of Tripoli, because it is 
not desirable to have the porte tor an immediate 
neigh bor. 

M. Perine, a republican, reproached Gam- 
betta for drawing France into a colonial ad- 
venture. He declared that Gambetta’s speech im- 
plied annexationina disguised form. twas, he 
said, important for France to scatter her forces over 
the tace of the earth like England. 

M. Gambetta replied that Frauce was notin the 
same position as England. We desire, he said, to 
pursue a French policy and to bequeath intact to 
our successors, the putrimony we have received. 
Our policy 1s a defensive one, and of a national 
character, directed towardsthe development of the 
interest of the country. 

The whole credit was then voted by 400in the 
ailirmative against 52 in the negative. The ex- 
ireme left abstained from voting. 

GERMANY. 


BERLIN, December 1.—In the Reichtag today 
Prince Bismarck, replying to a question of Profes- 
sor Virchow (progressist) said that in providing for 
a Prussian representative at the Vatican he was 
guided by the interest of state. The appointment 
of a German representative there was contemplated. 
The time Was not yet opportune, he said, tomake a 
statement in regard to the negotiation. 

Concerning the proposed removal of the pope to 
Fulda, it is certain the papacy in Prussia is animat- 
ed by an earnestspirit of reconcilation, but the pope 
has done nothing capable of being construed asa 
request for permission to reside in the country from 
which the Jesuits have been torcibly expelled. 

BERLIN, December 1.—{Special. |—-In the reichstag 
to-day the item for expenses of an economical] 
council was rejected by a vote of 169 to 83, despite 
an energetic speech by Bismarck, who pointed out 
that the counci. was absolutely necessary. The 
government, he said, was not actuated by political 
motives in the matter, and if the item were rejected 
he would ultimately be compelled to request the 
governments of the vartous states to send their dep- 
utiesto the Prussian ecenomical council. 

GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND. 


LONDON, December 1.—It is announced that Post- 
master-General Fawcett bas failed to obtain the co- 
operation of the board of trade in assisting the tele- 
graph companies in the present emergency. <A cor- 
respondent writesto the Times pointing out that 
the cables in the North gea, two in the English 
ehannel and the direct cakle with Spain are now 
disabled.
